SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF LANDAFF ‘ 


The total enrollment in your schools last year was 41, 
compared to a total of 52 for the previous year. The 
average membership was 34.46 and the percent of at- 
tendance 94.45. There were 11 pupils attending Lisbon 
High School and 2 attending the elementary school at 
Lisbon. 

This year the enrollment on February second was 382, 
distributed as follows: Blue School, 15; Ireland School, 
7; and Scotland School, 10. There are 12 pupils attend- 
ing high school at Lisbon. 
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There was only one change in your teaching staff this 
year. Miss Elese Wright of White River Junction, Vt., 
replaced Miss Mary Green at Scotland. Miss Wright is 
a graduate of Keene Teachers College. 

In order to finance the reeommended budget for 1942- 
1943, it will be necessary to increase your appropriation 
considerably over that of the previous year. This is due 
to three reasons: first an increase of about $200 in high 
school tuition, secondly an estimated balance at the end 
of the present year of only $200 instead of the $900 which 
you had last year, thirdly a decrease in state aid from 
$1,273.66 to $855.23 - - a loss of $418.48. This reduction 
in state aid is due to the small enrollment in your schools. 
I cannot see any prospect of reducing this budget very 
much as long as you operate all three schools. 

By closing one school and transporting these pupils to 
one of the other schools, you would save about $500 this 
year and more on the following year. This figure is 
based on the expectation that the pupils could be trans- 
ported for $500 and that you could find someone with 
the necessary tires to do the transporting, 

Through the interest and efforts of Mrs. Sharpless, it 
has been again made possible to provide pupils with 
hot soup for noon lunch. 

I wish to thank the members of the School Board for 
their cooperation during the past year.
